from Sunday until the next Wednssday at
the houss. Miss Wilbur tinally senv him
away, and he lef in the forenvon,  He bad
850 nud n dinmond ring.

Ha has not been séen sluee so far as can b
learnea, nlthough diligent search has been
winde in this cily and the surrcunding
towns, Mr. Rupel, one of his ewployers,
found bhis samplo cases at the botel last
Wednesday and took charge of them. Tay
lor was thirty-three years old, six feet one
inch in height, with a robust cuest, sl
limbs, delicate bands, a wustacue and chin
whiskers, He apperently welghed 150
pounds. This deseription I8 similur to that
of the body that was se terribly hacked.
Some of Taylor's friends think the beadless
corpse does not resemble him, Mr, Work s
snid to bave seen Taylor in a train between
Nashville and Columbia, but ns to this
nothing is known.
